DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to amendnnents and rennarks filed March 3, 
2004. Claims 1-32 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claim 32 is directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: none of the 
originally filed claims mention a optical amount adjusting slit, tapering or sandwiching. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim 32 is withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed March 3, 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "maintained in a fixed 
relative orientation by permitting assembly of the movable member and the readable 
member in the electronic apparatus in only one way by which the relative orientation is 
fixed by the assembly" and "By virtue of the foregoing construction, there is no need for 
manual adjustment of the relative orientation after assembly." 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written descnption of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The daim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

It appears that Applicant has failed to disclose in the original disclosure an 
embodiment that maintains a fixed relative orientation by permitting assembly of the 
movable member and the readable member in the electronic apparatus in only one way 
by which the relative orientation is fixed by the assembly. 

In addition, it appears that Applicant has failed to disclose in the original 
disclosure an embodiment that avoids the need for manual adjustment of the relative 
orientation after assembly. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
